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SOCIALISM WILL SOLVE 

THIS HARD QUESTION

C ERTAIN- Social Evils in Relation to Public Health and Morals" 
were discussed in the Sunset Qub of Milwaukee. 

It is cliaracteristic tlut of the six speakers of the evening only 
oue dared mention the word “prostitution." 

' ■ Said Dr. F. Rogers: 

iirce great perils threaten the health of modern society. The alco¬ 
holic pu-il. the tnberealusis peril and the social peril. 

This fool nicer has todg^ and vegetated in the vitals of aoeicty, in- 
fcetuig sach. and poor, hinoccnt and gsilly alike, wrecking families, conven- 
mg strong ’"to weaklings, dragging blooming womanhood down to 
hopeless invalidism, killinip oor unborn children, condemning thonsands at 
I'jrtl' to go through life sightless. And yet when a proposal is made to 


recognize its existence and devise ways and means of treating it, aoeicty 
shudders, closes its eyes and hides its head like the ostrich, calls it un- 


apeakablc and so hugs the vcuomous serpent closer to its bosom. 

And the doctor suggested "that every private school, primary 
school, high school, college and seminary should provide courses in the 
hygiene and patliology of sex,” 

The above was the only suggestion of the evening deserving 
any serious consideration—but it will not cure the cfil. 


There can be no question tliat syphilis, next to tuberculosis, is 
the worst enemy of the human race. And gonorrhoea is almost as 
bad. From bo to 70 per cent of all cases of blindness of children are 
ascribed to that dread malady, which is very seldom cured; 75 per 
cent of all men in Chicago and New York are said to be affected. 

1 will not go into details—that would be beyond the scope of a 
newspaper article, although I agree with the s|)eakers that the full¬ 
est publicity is imperative. 


And what is the cause of it all? 

Prostitution. 

There are no trustworthy statistics on this vital question in 
American cities—there is tixi much hypocrisy. But Paris has about 
100,000 prostitutes, London has the same nuinlx-r, and there is no rea¬ 
son to believe that New York is any letter in proportion to its size. 
Prostitution is as old qs matrimony. 


Originally it had the form of rcli,i;ious prostitution—in honor of 
the goddess of love or matrimony. Thus women prostituted them¬ 
selves in th< temples of Babylon (for Mylitta), in l^cnicia (for As- 
r!e). in Egypt (for Isis'), in Greece (for .Aphrodite), in Rome (for 
rijus. later on also for Bacchus), etc. .And the priests took the money. 
Christianity abolished’ these forms, but the seducing of girls and 
■. :ncn and the commerce in vice took its place. Syphilis, which was 
• ihitely unknown to the old Germanic tribes when they were hcatli- 
ramt- to them with (.Thristianity and civilization. By the way, this' 
al.so the manner in which all the wild trilies—Indians, negroes, or 
;--otith Islanders—got it in later centuries. They received it when they 
got the whisk.i from the traders and the biblc from the missionaries. 
Civilization for them usually means syphilization. 


And I will say that the (kictors are pretty well at sea, when it 
comes to the treatment of this question. The above mentioned opin¬ 
ion was about the best. 

Another “doctor” proposed sexual abstinence as a rcmetly, and 
branded as a “heresy”—and a heretic is evidently the worst lieing he 
knows of—the idea that “sexual continence" is not compatible with 
the best of health. 

In the first place only one institution has ever tried this—namely 
the Roman Catholic 'church for its clergy. It has ignominiously 
failed. Prostitution was never so universal as during the period 
when the church ruled supreme—according to Catholic authors, it was 
nowhere so much a state institution as in Rome and Avignon, where 
tlie popes- reside. Nor u-as there ever such an aggregation of prosti¬ 
tutes seen in tlie world's history us during the church councils of 
Trient and Constance—and tliat in spite of all the efforts of the 
church to keep its members moral. 

* * * 

And that is natural enough. Naturam expellas furca, tamen us¬ 
que .recurret—even if you knock nature with a club, it will always come 
back—and the strangest impuLse of every organism (be it plant or 
qnimal) is to rqiroduce its kind. 

And as far as hun»n beings are concerned—Love is the sum and 
solution of all desires in nuin—that in which they converge, for which 
they all exist. 

The other desires, the seIf-preser\-ation desires—hunger, thirst, 
the desire far power—are strong indeed, but when they are satisfied, 
they all empty themselves in this one. Love is a flame which uses all 
■ the rest as its fuel. 

This natural law cannot be suppressed by any artificial law— 
statute or ecclesiastic. 

The trouble is only, when man cannot get the real article, he will 
accept a poisonous substitute. 


And what is prostitution? Before all Ihin^ it is also a remnant 
«f the days gone by when men us«l to fr«y their wives. Prostitution 
is very moch the same thing today. Men buy their wives—some buy 
them for life, some buy them for a shorter time. 

The man wIk> sells himself for life to a rich woman, or the wom¬ 
an who gives (icrsclf lor Ufe to a rich man, without love, is also a 
prostitute. 

The difference betwrn the prostitute of the street and the wonum 
marrying for life w-itliout love is simply a difference of degree, not of 
kind.

And now to come to the bottom of the subject. Today the main- 
s f r imt of prosti M ion is poverty. 

Very few daughters of rich -men are to be ioond in the Jaiuses of 
proatitiitictr. Tkm are prohahiy as many pathological cas es nyn ip h - 


omaniacs and ethical defietives among ridi women as among the poor 
—possiUy more. 

Boi the rich find other ways«f satisfying their psapen si t i ea. 

An investigation in 1888 in -Massachusetts of 3,866 prostitntes 
fbtmd T- J3 6 p o ^girfs wMrisi preTious oeenpation, T.T55 were 
merly servant girls. 505 were formerly dressmakers and seamstresses, 
393 came from factories, ia6 from stores, 53 from the stage. 


Let us take the case of the average hired girl or factory girl, 
king, tedious hours and lack of refining pleasures. She naturally longs 
for something better. Besides, she is miserably underpaid. Is it a 
wonder that she often falls a prey to thp first man who wilt take ad. 
vantage of her? 

After she has once made a misstep, she rarely regains hold, 
because every hand is against her. Everybody will push her furtbea 
down.

Here's a new game of the cor¬ 
porations of the country I An anti¬ 
municipal ownership bureau has 
been established at 119 Nassau 
Street, New York City, from which 
poisoned news about the “failures” 
I of municipal ownership is sent out 
I to the press. Besides this a plate 
j matter service has been arranged, 
and any publisher who wants it can 
j get six columns of plate matter free 
of charge each week, for as many 
weeks as he wants it. In other 
words, the league furnishes him 
with a full page of tope each week 
free and saves him from having to 
pay for the setting of enough ty-pe 
to fill the page. The matter in the 
plate page is all about the “failures” 
of municipal ownership and is put 
out to |mi.son the minds of the vot¬ 
ers against snch ownership, so that 
the corporations will have a free 
field to make money out of public 
service undertakings. Of course 
their furnishing of the stuff free of 
charge is-in the nature of a bribe to 
the editor to mislead his rea<lers in 
favor of the capitalists. And an 
Hitor who accepts tliis free plate 
is simply' a receiver of a brilie, and 
his readers should so consider him. 
One of tf -se anti-nninici|)al owner¬ 
ship pag,.s lies before us, and it is 
a crafty exhibit we must say. One 
of its features is a column by J6hn 
Kendrick Hangs. The rcailer may 
be suq)rised that a w-rifer of note 
would thus prostitute himself, but 
such things have hapjH-ned before. 
The capitalist system corrupts 
many men, ami will keep on doing 
so as long -as it lasts. Hut news¬ 
paper readers will do wril to 
w-atch for this "anti" stuff and then 
quiz tlicir local editor as to how he 
comes to publish it.

The October issue of .-ippleton’s 
Magazine is one that gll students 
of social affairs in this country 
should get. In it is the article by 
Charles Edw-ard Russell on the 
llaymarket affair in Chicago, 
which terminated the eight-hour 
day agitation of t886. It is the 
first magazine article on this sub¬ 
ject that has dared to tell at least 
■part of the truth about that mon¬ 
strous judicial murder and at the 
same time to show what a ridicu¬ 
lous figure Chicago cut at tliat time 
as a result of the terror worked up 
by a conscienceless press and a bru¬ 
tal, fame-craving set of police ras¬ 
cals. And Russell tells with amus¬ 
ing effect the piiiful anti-climax of 
the Chicago Anarchist scare. After 
the eight-liour agitators liad been 
murdered by the city-, the papers, 
for mercenary- motives, and the po¬ 
lice, for purposes of self-glorifica¬ 
tion, were still finding Anarchist 
plots—although Russell say* the 
Chicago group of physical force 
Anarchists during the whole time 
never had more than fourteen mem¬ 
bers—and it was finally given out 
that on the anniversary of the hang¬ 
ing the Anarchists were to wreak 
a terrible revenge on the city, that 
Anarchists were ' gathering from 
all jyarts of the world, and that on 
this Sunday they were to meet at 
a certain hall on the west side and 
march out to burn and dynamite 
the city. And on this day the po- 
licewithriflesmarched to the streets 
in the vicinity with melodramatic 
strides. But "they w-aited in' vain. 
And then it turned out that the 
meeting which w-as held at the lull 
was that of the German House¬ 
wives’ Society, “to knit socks and 


bii.-st into laughter “and the ghost 
of .Anarchy fled the jiiy.” .And that 
Qiicago afterwgrd felt none too 
proud of the Atvireiie-t "trial" and 
execution wotild aeCTii to be indi- 
cateil by the fatf tliat the I fay- 
market monument'vras finally c|uiet- 
ly transferred from the Haymarkct 
to a park on the outskirts where 
it was not so mu^b in evidence. This 
article in .-tppteton's marks the be¬ 
ginning of the taking off of the lid 
from the Chicagg .Anarchist trial 
and the time will come when die af¬ 
fair will be treated in the written 
history of .this xciMlry as a foul 
•blot on opr cniirt»,*and the judge. 
Gary, who enginarfvd the judicial 
murder from ttfi|J|nch, will b* 
rightfully eatalmMr among 
monsters of thc'Bimf.

And then the 
stupidity of the remedy such a 
great man’’- proposes I Why, in the 
days when people were hanged for 
{being criminals the hangings made 
' the very populace bloodthirsty and 
lessened the regard for human life. 
It w-as considered great fun to at¬ 
tend the daily bangings. And that 
there Hvrr daily hangings shows 
how “repressive” such a method of 
dealing with criminality'really wax. 
Travelers from China and otjicr 
oountiies where men are executed 
for theft tell us how brutalized the 
public conscience' is by such a form 
of dealing with crime. And this is 
not merely the case with nrient.tl 
peoples. Every country in Eurof>c 
prcsenteil the same phenonicn in the 
days when street hangings were 
daily diversions. When you think 
of the vast machinery of the law- 
in this country and the myriads of 
sleuths, and jails, and penitentiar¬ 
ies. and then pick up a city paper 
with its daily record of crime, or 
a Hears! paper entirely devoted to 
crime, because all crimes are made 
into news, yon will then see that the 
capitalist system is the criminal that 
should be executed. Criminals are 
lieing made, hand over fist, by capi¬ 
talistic conditions. "Justice'' 
could not possibly move fast 
enough to disfxisc of the effects at 
the rate at which the cause is pro¬ 
ducing them. Under the capitalist 
system the struggle for c.xistcncc is 
a fierce and frenzied one, breaking 
down morals, con.scicntioiis scruples 
and all ideals of brotherlHxid in its 
path. And the bloodthirsty Bona¬ 
parte pro|iosal would only jnake 
matters worse. 


The pope's attack on modem 
thinking and modem views scents 
to liave at least nne faithful fol¬ 
lower in this coainiry.

low {he virtuous point and hinting 
that they can piece out their wages 
by jtidickms prostitution, or the 
million ami one instance* tlut a 
moment's reflection will bring to 
mind—if one could see all these 
things at a glance, with what un¬ 
speakable horror would he turn 
from the terrible sight and regis¬ 
ter a vow to fight the system that 
begets such things to the uttermost 
of ills ability! 'The man who turns 
to Socialism simply sees the.se 
things clearer than others, and see¬ 
ing resolvn to find the way to 
change it all to lend the strength 
of Ills aid to the bringing about of 
the change. Others sec tiK horrors, 
too, but not so clearly as to also 
see that they all flow from one 
primal cause. They feel their hu- 
maniiy rise, and go chasing after 
mere patching palliatives, which are 
bound to fait in the end and to 
bring- disoMscagement. 'V\’e urge 
all such to''^'ve the principles of 
.Socialism a thoughtful and fair in¬ 
vestigation.

There are 
many features of the army that are 
decidedly objectionable. In every 
large city it maintains nimnuge 
stores where the dirty cast-off stuff 
of the rich and well-to-do it secured 
for nothing and then sold, at prices 
that are often high for such riib- 
bish, to the defenseless poor. The 
stores where this trash is turned 
into profits are simply breeding 
places for micrubes. And the 
Christmas dinners! Tlie poor eat 
their Christmas charity on |>arade. 

It is abominable. .At tlie Grand 
Central Falacc in New York where 
yxsjooo dinners were given, the 
boxes were filled with specta¬ 
tors. It advertised the army’s 
goodness and brutalizecl the eater* 
who were thus'on exhibition.
